AN ELABORATE REVIEW OF THE PRECEDENTS OF RACING 



W. S. Vosbnrgli, han#licap|>er for the Jockey 
riiib, has recently contrihute#l to the racing litera- 
ture of the day au inter#*sting discussion of the 
Uub*s of Racing, brimful of iiif#)rmution as to the 
origin of various rules, aud repl#*te with thoughtful 
commc'nt. Daily Racing Form is sure that its 
readers will appreciate its perusal and herewith re- 
produc4*s it fr#»m the TlKironghbr#*#! Record, as fol- 
lows; 

‘‘Precedent embalms a principle,” observe#! the 
late Lord Beaconsfield. The laws of the laud are 
const nietl with due regard for precedent. lude«d, 
no mcmtK*r of the bar or bench will venture to give 
his own coustrni*ti#>n of a statute, without citing 
lilierally from th#* precedents bearing ui>on the case. 
It is thus that the <‘oamoii law has bec#>me largely 
a matter of ]>rec<*#1eiitB. into whieh both parti#s to 
a (‘#mtroversy can lo«*k, and Inith can generally find 
what th«*y s«*ek. 

Historians inform us that when King George III. 
of England was attack»Hl hy tin* malady which reu- 
#Ier#Ml him in(*apable of iierforming his regal fniic- 
tioiis, the ni#»st distinguished ' lawyers ami |K>li- 
ticians differ#*#! widely as to the #*ourse to be piii- 
suotl: the H#>ust* of Parliament would not pro#:.*#*#! 
to discuss any plan of regenc.v until all the pre- 
ce#lents from the earliest times had been colU?ct<;#l 
and arrangi*#!. Thus, matters of law, whether of 
state or racing, cannot always be decided by opinion. 
A docent regard must be had for auth#)rity, for, if 
we* rc»j«*ct authority, we reject experience. 

Racing law cun hardly be said to have been 
f#nmulated into a wrltt#*n (hh 1<*, with the formation 
of the J#)ckcy Club in England. A few <‘lemeiitary 
riib*s were frara«*d. hut for the most part ‘•resolii- 
ti#nis” <»f the J#H*key Oliih goveriic#L Tbe absence 
of a formal code covering all iioints le#i t#i niuiiy 
dispiiti*s. ami gave tlie stewards of the Jockey Club 
no end of annoyance in settling them. But the con- 
stant apiiearance of th#*se disputes ami the framing 
of rules to prevent their recurrence, gradually built 
tlie ‘‘Rules of Racing,” ui>on which those of nearly 
every country in the worhl is modelled. 

It was not until 1857 that the “Rules of Racing” 
as we now have them, were frameii, when for the 
first time all r«*fereuce to betting tvas eliminated. 
In ISSa, the first code drawn by a legal hand was 
formulated, the work largely of Sir Henry Hawkins. 
In 1852 Captain (since Admiral) Rous published a 
lHK>k ou racing. In which he gave many imi>ortaci 
tlocislons in racing cases. With this exception, 
there has been no attempt made to present a #’.l- 
g#*st of the laws and customs of racing, with the 
int#*r|>retatioii of racing rules, by the different au- 
thorities. 

In presenting this. It has been my purpose to cm 
hotly all the adjudg#*d cases of racing Ia\v, of which 
1 had any record. While 1 have, in some instances, 
given my own opinion of the cases, 1 have been care- 
ful to avoid the. spirit of an uncandbl advocate, but 
have presented lioth decisions ou similar cases, when 
they w#»rt* in conflict. It should lie borne in mind 
that the decisions are supiKised to be goveriietl by 
the code of rules in use at thQ time they were reu- 
tlered: and. as the rules arc revised from year to 
ye|ir. d#*cisions proper at one period were not so at 
another. 

The Management of Racing. 

In the government and management of racing, 
rapid strides Lave been made in recent years, though 
few seem to realize it. Twenty years ago each 
racing club was a law unto itself, coustrnlug rules 
as suited itself, and c*ourtesy was the only oliliga- 
tion binding upon them to respect, each other’s 
etlicts. The formation of the Boartl of CJontrol in 
ISSH. was the first step in the creation of a govern- 
ing body, but it was little more than a federation 
of racing clubs, ami wa.s followed in 1804 by the 
organization #»f the .Tockey lUub. In which the in- 
terests of the owners of horses were more fully 
represented. 

('ompared with the present, the management of 
race meetings in the past was crude. The stewards 
act#^ in the additional capacity of judges at the 
finish. They were often g#>iitlemcn of repute in 
the soc'ial and business w’orld, bnt too often unread 
in the rules, niifainiliar with racing customs, while 
their lack of practice unfitted them for deciding 
close finishes. The starters were either amateurs 
with little practice, or professionals whose tenure 
of office was short: the frequent changes begat 
confusion, and delays at the post often brought 
tlie close of a day’s racing into twilight. The duties 
of liaiidicapper were performed by some gentleman, 
a member of the club, or the secretary himself, 
who alao acted as clerk of the course, while the 
timing was done by such owners as happened to be 
present, an#I who would consent to act. 

Nowadays, all these are highly S|>ecialized depart- 
ments — “a racing cabinet” — filled by men who de- 
vote themselves to the duties pertaining to each 
department. The exception is the stewards, for 
which the times have develop#^ a number of gen- 
tlemen, who have the time and inclination to serve 
— something which could not be secured in the early 
days. 

The Stewards. 

Tlie separation of the stewards from the duties 
of pl:icing judges, was a long step forward, as they 
are not only dissimilar, but they conflict. Tlie 
fnnctioii of a judge is to place the horses at the 
finish, that of the steward to watch every horse in 
the race from start to finish; hence to ask them to 
place h#>rst*s. distracts their attention from their 
sp«H*tal duties. As now constituted, the stewards 
are three — one appointed hy the Jockey Club, one hy 
tlie club holiting the uics*ting and the third a niem- 
l»er of tin* J«>ckey Club, thus giving the governing 
iMHjy control. The powers vested in the stewartls 
an* vast — th#?y have fnll power and control over the 
racing and all iierstms concerned. Their judgment 
Is final, except so far as relates to the interpreta- 
tion of the riil«*s, in which case appeal may be made 
to the stewards #>f the Jockey Club. 

The stewards have power to change the conditions 
of a race which lias not closed. This has been 
#l(‘iiii*#l, iMit it is iierfectly clear according to the 
141 h Rule of Racing. Their iKiwers ciul with the 
uie#*ting; thus iM'rsons discipline#! h.v th»*m in the 
form of suspension, are fret# to ride dr train or start 
at a meeting following. Hence, in flagrant cases 
the stewards refer a case to tlie stewards of the 
J(x*key Club for farther action. It is not requisite 
to the validity of their decision that the stewards 
should Ik* unanimous, the majority mling. This 
has be«*n decldwi by a court of law (Parr vs. Win- 
tringham, 1; Ellis and Blackburn, 3!)4). Nor is it 
an #»bjecti#ni to a decision of *tbo stewards that one 
of them liail an inter#*st in tin* ra#*e hy betting. 
’Tills has also been decided (Ellis vs. Hopper, 4; 
lliirlslune and Nornuiii 705). 

Handicappei 

Handicaps become a necessity when horses and 
owners #>f horses become numerous and races at 
scale weights become imi»os8ible. Acct^rdingly, races 
are arrang#*#! b:ised on tlie merits of the horses by 
iin*aD8 of weight — handicaps. They save clerks of 
the course the trouble of thinking -of franting con- 
ditions. Tliey are scientific races in that the art 
##f man is einploved to equalize the chances of the 
Iiorst*s engage#!. *lt has been iirgetl that they re#luoe 
the vain#* of a go#>d borse, but it can with more 
justice lie said in reply that they im rease the value 
of a hundred not so good— (hey rentier it profitabU 
to keep in training hundreds of horses that could not 
win otherwise. This means more owners. m#»r#* 
horses, more races, more hret*ders, better prices for 
yearlings aud developed horses; more euipJoyment 



for trainers, jockeys and stable hands. So much 
from the standiioint of racing economy. F'rom the 
stainliKiint of “improving the breed,” handicaps 
afford the only conclusive t#*st of how much suiierioi' 
the best horse of the year is to other horses. In 
short, they are the backbone of racing, they produce 
the best balanced fioltls. tlie best contests aud excite 
most interest. Racing has long since outgrown 
w’elght-for-age races, and clnbs dislike the risk of 
offering many of them. 

The position of handicapper is the first one men- 
tioned in the “Rules of Racing.” He has liecome 
an important otticial in “the racing cabinet,” for 
no other iK>st requires inor#* rafliig knowledge and 
experience. Unlike other officials, whose work eiuis 
with the day’s racing, his work compels him to 
watch races through the day and s|>#*nding the best 
luirt of each night fraiiiliig his allotments. .\s tiie 
work Is eiiurmoiis. he must iiossess a capacity for 
work; he must be purely jn«li#?ial in t«‘inperam(Mit, 
or b#*come so by habit; he must know neith#*r friends 
nor foes, nor must he credit much that he h#*ars. 
He must expect to liear that stmie horse has 1 m*#*ii 
‘‘ crushed,” or, alter a lightweight has won, it is 
siiddt'iily discovered that it was “thrown in” — all 
(his he must hear with comiiosure and repression. 

In dealing with the handicapi>er 1 cannot do 
b«*tter than to quote Admiral Rous, England’s first 
great handicapper, who, writing on the subject, 
observes. 

Admiral Rous on Handicapping. 

“On the subject of handicapping, there Is nothing 
so easy as to find fault. In i*very haudi<*ap there 
may he five reasons why A. sliunld give B. 7 lbs., 
according to public rniuiiiig; .'iiul as many arguments 
tm the saint* ground in favor of B. giving A. weight. 
Of every #>ne hiindr#*#! horses named f#»r a hauditrap 
at two miles, at least one half cannot run that #lis 
tance iu g#H)d company and one-tliird of them can 
barely stay a mile. Still, there is au understanding 
tliat every horse in a handicap, with the bnnihlest 
pretensions to a racing form, have all as good a 
chance as the best horse. It is on a pure repulican 
principle — the sovereignty of weight shall level all 
distinctions of worth; a charming idea, hut a pure 
fiction, like all other doctrines of equality; because 
no rea.soiiahle difference of weight can bring a bad 
horse ou a par with a race borse. 

“A public handicapper should be a man of imlo- 
l»endent circumstances, in every sense, and be^'ond 
.suspicion of accepting illicit compensation for favors. 
Attached to no stable, a good judge of condition of 
the course, but with a more intimate kuoivledge of 
the disiKisitioas of owners and trainers, he should 
be a sjiectator of every race of importance; he should 
never make a liet, and he shoultl treat all remarks 
which ma.v be made about his iiandicaps with the 
utmost indifference. As to the lianditMipiier signing 
his name, uioSt honorable gentlemen may object to 
be set up as tlie mark of every scribbler; his handl- 
cr.ps may be umvarraiitably attacked, but he is pre- 
e'.-iiled from defending himself. 

“It is his duty to put heavy weights on horses 
which he has good reason to susiiect have not been 
run on the square, or whieh have been kept in back- 
ward condition. There is nothing so fallacious as 
the piililic running of some horses. These are my 
reasons for stating that no handicapper should bo 
called upon to explain. In tr.ving to prevent a rob- 
l>ery he may be unjust — individuals must suffer for 
the public good. As far as regards the system of 
handicapping, it must alwa^’S be imperfect, because 
it Is the object of many interested persons to de- 
ceive the handicapper.” 

The Starter. 

Within the past thirty years we have witnessed 
several changes in the method of starting. The old 
Anierleaii plan of starting hy the l»eat of a drum 
was succored by the English system of the flag, 
and it hy the Australian starting gate. While many 
were disi>osed to question the safety of the gate, it 
has Ikh*ii elearly demonstrated that It saves time 
sjient in false starts, under the old system, in which 
the energies of many liorses were wast#*d Iiefore the 
race liegun. The saving Is enormous. #?ompar#*#l with 
the oltl system, when often a half hour or more was 
spent in fruitless efforts. 

A radical change was made in the revisiwi of tlie 
rules of 1898, by whieh the power to fine and sus- 
pcinl jockeys was taken from the stewards, in whose 
hands it had reposed (ainl still tioes in other coun- 
tries) and vested iu the starter. It Is a question if 
the change is for the better. The starter, at best, 
has a vexations task, trying upon his patience be- 
yoiig the limit of ortliiiary endurance, lienee he is 
seldom able to approach in a judicial spirit, a case 
calling for disciplinary action. Moreover, he is 
brought too closely in contact with the jockeys, to 
exercise the moral influence necessary or to punish 
them prithout causing strained relations and ill feel- 
ing, which is opposed to the success of his efforts. 
In the heat of the moment, he Is apt to impose pen- 
alties, out of pro|)ortion to the gravity of the offense. 
This could not happen if it were his duty to report 
such cases to the stewanls; for, meanwhile, he would 
have time to reflect, while the stewards, having no 
liersonal grit vance in the case. w*ould be more likely 
to deal with it in a judicial spirit. 

The Judge. 

Th(* position of judge at the finish is one requir- 
ing <‘onsi(U*rable training. It is common to hear 
people sa.v that it “calls for no special talent” *aiid 
that little lalnir is involved. Th#*re is no gr*aat 
lalxir. but there is tension. There is alao nt?cessary 
a very t|u!ek eye, acting with the memory to rilace 
the horses when they finish close together. Then 
familiarity with racing colors is necessary also. 
These tpialitications cannot be had without practice. 
The use of numbers on the jockey’s arm, and on 
the satidle cloth, have been adtied to aid identifica- 
tion, but many of #mr liest judges do not dept*n#l 
niK»n tlieni, as it often happens that they caun«>t 
lie se»*!i on the inside horse when one or more other 
horses finish on a level with him. 

I liave often thought at some of onr race courses 
the judges’ box was placetl too low — being almost 
on a level with the ground. It certainly is too 
close, for any one who has ever attemptisl to place 
horses, will agree, the further away (within rea- 
son i you are from the horses, the easier it is to 
plac*e a tiiiish — the tiirf course at Sheepshead Ba.v, 
ctmipar#*#! with tlie regular coui*se, tieiiig a case in 
IHiint. The judges’ Ixix might 1 m* kept more s#*cnre 
from intnision than it is, as the judges in^i all 
the time between rac#*s to memorize the card for the 
succeeding race, without interruptions to distract 
their attention. 

The importance of a correct placing of horses at 
the finish is apparent, the more so when we con- 
sider the power vested in the judge. It is tin* 
theory of racing law that in placing horses the Pe 
cisitm of the judge is final, except, of course, in the 
cast* of^objection to a placed horse is made aud 
sustaineff on other grounds. Bnt so far as relates 
to placing, the judge is supreme; his authority un- 
questioned. This is an atljmlged case (see obioc- 
tlon to judge’s decision after rac*e for Cumberliinii 
Plate, Carlisle, 1888). However, if the judg“T2ut 
isfi»*d of his error, he can only reverse his decl^on 
with the consent of the stewards, as in the%acin" 
for the Epsom Derby of 1859. piacin.., 

Another point which seems generally 
sttHMl is that the jutlge^can place Js maiTy hor^s 
ns he thinks pro|>er. By common custom 
horses are placetl; bnt there is no rule ?S^pellU.g 
him to place a given mimbep. He can placS^fiiir

HORSES WORK IN THE MUD 



TRAINERS DISREGARD XTNFAVORABLE CONDI-

IMPRESSIONS OF RACING IN INDIA. 

England’s crack rider, Frank Wootton. spent last 
winter in India riding in the service of a prominent 
turfman of that sun-scoreho<l land and on his return 
recently Was naturally a much-iuterviowed peison, 
in which line Sporting Life said: 

* hors<‘, WViotton has furni: lie<l 
and flneil down since we last saw him, and is »’OW 
the acme of fitness. In reply to a question put to 
him as to his weight, he avers that he ^\ill lie aiWe to 
go to scale at 119 pounds within a month of the pr *s- 
ent date. ‘As I stand up ^ith all my clothes on 1 lo 
not turu the beam at 120 iHiuiids,’ ho added. This 
in Itself will be good news for those owners wlio 
have retainers niion him for tin* season we are 
about to embark upon — always with the proviso <. f 
‘strike iiermitting.’ Next to his own Epsom stabk, 
slieltenng. as it does, one of the Derby favorites. 
Wootton will ride for Mr. Jack Joel. 

“In all he was not in the saddle more than ten 
weeks all told, math; up of six weeks at Calcutta, 
three weeks at Bombay, and ten days at Lucknow; 
and during that period he identified himself with 
some seventeen winners in less than sixty mounts. 
Ever a modest lad, we failed to draw Frank as to 
any of bis riding feats, for he switched off from 
himself to Whalley. who, he statetl, ‘did equally as 
well, if not better than himself. Saxby, Tcmpleman. 
Jelliss and Bowley all rode with success, but without 
my chances.’ said Wootton. 

“The courses at the three meetings mentioned 
aliove take mnch after our Chester course, in the 
opinion of Wootton. They are oval in shape, and not 
at all awkward to ride round. Great care is be- 
stowed on all the tracks in India, nothing In the 
way of watering and rolling being spared, and the 
best of galloping is thus obtained. The class of ani- 
mal running there, though making no deep im- 
pression on Wootton, nevertlicless wore good of their 
kind. There may h« no great sprinters, yet Hopp- 
ner. an own brotlier to Koiniiey, well managed to 
h<dd his own. and captures plenty of races. Chob- 
hain, once in a Newmarket stable, not only won, but 
has proved himself a very profitable investment to 
his owner. 

“Both these horses are geldings, ‘which,’ says 
WoottcHi, ‘strike me as the right kind of animals 
for India. They are not so much affoctetl by the 
heat, and race far kinder than entire horses, who 
quickly get lieavy of top.’ 

“The best horse and the most iKipular he threw a 
leg across during the ten weeks he was out there 
was Tangaroa, which raced in hhighiiul in 1910, 
being a good third to Halcyon and Edward in the 
Greenwood Handicap at Kompton. This horse, the 
property of Mr. Galstaun, won five races out of the 
seven he started for, carrying all sorts of weights. 
In one of his two failures he was beaten by Victo, 
to whom be conceded more than twenty -eight pounds. 
The latter was once the property of Mr. Robson, of 
Wantage. 

“Not only was Tangaro.a a nailing good horse, 
but quite an idol with *the natives, who at C'al- 
eutfa lim'd the rails and cheered Woott<m to the 
echo when going to the i>ost. Tangaroa returns to 
England shortly, when Wootton is likely to renew 
acquaintance with him. • 

“In his travels Wootton came across what he 
ternio<l some very ‘jolly fellows,’ and struck up many 
friendships. A charming native gentleiuan was a 
M. Abdubrebman Bin Azl* Ebrahiiu of Chowpatty, 
for whom he rode Grand Duke, an Arab, carrying 
and winning under record weight, 146 pounds, for 
a horse of that breeding. By the way, this gentle- 
man has made Wootton a present of an Arab pony, 
a gift that the Epsom iMirsemaii prizes as much us 
any of the large nuniher of trophies that he has 
brought back with him. In fact, such a home- 
coming was there on Sunday last that, according to 
his father, a pantechnicon van was required to land 
them all. 

“Perhaps the person that made the most lasting 
impression uiKin Frank Wootton was Mr. Dean, of 
Lucknow, who simultaneously holds the quadruple 
office of clerk of the course, se<*retary, clerk of the 
scales ami starter, for that meeting, truly, a most 
industrious man. The standard of horsemanship is 
quite good in India. In W’ootton’s opinion eol»>re<l 
jockeys are going out of fashion, and such capable 
riders as Brown, Fei^usson and Evans, the latter an 
English jockey tiiat rode Mereutio in a lot of his 
races wlien that liorse was a tliree-y ear-old, are 
doing well. Colin Barrett, now returned to England, 
also had a very gomi season.’’

When .in 
ouner can enter bis horse far below his actual 
value and thus get such an advantage in weight as 
to insure him the race and back him for all the 
“*^**^y he can get, selling races become a farce. 

. . *“J*™Wation by implied threats has prevented 
pKiaiug, and this lK?caiue so frequent as to lead to 
the incorporation in the rules of 1894 of what is 
sixth paragraph of Rule 131. Previous to 
*t w*as also a custom of some owners to start 
two horses in a selling race in order to protect the 
owner of the winner in the event of bidding, as by 
nuishing second he received half the surplus. This 
was overcome by an amendment prohibiting an 
owner from starting more than <me horse in a race 
closing within 48 Imurs of the day set for the race 
(see Rule 126). 

The rules relative to selling races read that all 
beaten horses are liable to be claimed for the selling 
price plus the value of the purse or stakes to the 
winner. The principle is that horses should only 
be entered for selling races whose owueers are will- 
ing to part with them for the combined value of the 
race and the selling price, and, therefore, it should 
Iw no hardship If the horse is claimed. Yet, in 
America to this day, a claim often excites as much 
hostility as a bid. 

Rule 128 formerly read that “owners of hors<‘s 
pla<*ed shall have priority of claim in the ord^jr of 
their places.” This permitted another abuse of 
^Uiug races, as the oivner of a beaten horse could 
indiiee the owner of a placed horse to claim his 
. — * “friendly claim,” the horse being returned 

**• owner soon after. This led to the amendment 
or December 11, 1902, in W'hich the clause giving the 
owners of placeil horses the priority was stricken 
out and amended to read, “if the owners of two 
more horses claim the same horse, they shall 
draw lots.” The same rule (128) formerly called 
for all claims to be made within fifteen minut<^ 
after the winner had passed the scales. As an ob- 
jection might not lie decidiMl in that time the right 
to claim would expire b.v limitation — such a case 
nearly happeneil at Saratoga in 1902. Hence, the 
rule has boen amended to read “after the winner 
has been sold.” 

Declaration to Win. 

The rule relating to declarations to win is often 
misunderstood. An owner starting two or more 
horws in a race is not compelle«l to declare with 
whi«-h one he intends to win, but if he omits to 
«lo so he is expected to have both ridden out to 
beat all the other horses. For the Fpsom Derb.v of 
1S27 lAird Jersey started Mameluke and Glenar'tney 
and won with the former, although Glenartney ap- 
lieani! to be the lH*st colt. In 1868, Sir Joseph 
Hawley declareil to win ♦ith Green Sleeves or Rosi- 
cmeian in preference to Blue Gown, which won. 
In .\merica. for the Belmont Stakes of 187."», the 
late Mr. .McGrath won with Calvin, although 
Aristides was tlie lietter of the Iw'o. For the 
Withers Stakes of 1879, Mr. Keene won with Dan I 
Sparling, although Sfiendthrift was a far better colt. 
The race provoked unfavorable coiiiineut — without 
reason, for at that time there w'as no rule on the 
Kiibjei't of derdarations to wrin. The rule, as it 
stands, did not api>ear until several years later. 
Sales with Engagements. 

Rule 63 relating to sales with engagements is often 
iniperfe«*tly understood. When a horse is sold wdth 
his engageineuts or part of them, the seller cannot 
strike the horse out of any of such engagements; 
but should the purchaser default, the seller remains 
liable for the forfeits. This is a hardship, and the 
only relief the seller has is to pay them and put 
the purchaser in the list as owing him. The Eng- 
lish rule is better, as it provides that should the 
horse, or Ids owner, appear in the forfeit list, the 
seller can strike the horse out of any engagements 
and thus reduce hig liability. 

* Tranafera of Engagements.- 

A horse purchased out of a selling race cannot 
start for engagements unless the former owner trans- 
fers them. In 1890. at Monmonth Park, a fiU.v 
starteil for the Oaks under such circumstances. Had 
she won she would have been disqnalified. However, 

I Imre is no rule which prohibits the buyer starting 
n horse for a race for which be has been nominatetl 
if his nominator gives his consent. But evidence 
is iMH-essar.v that the engagement has been traus- 
ferreil to prevent the seller fn>m striking him oat 
at anj' time. Hence, registration of the transfer 
should alwa.vs lie made. In this matter the case 
of Up Guards (^itinl elsewhere in Racing Cases), is 
in point. Mr. Pack purchased Up Guards of Major 
W’estcura by private sale with his engagement for 
(be (Chester Cup of 1898. The sale was not regis- 
t«*red: accordingly, when the borSe won an objection 
was lodged and dismissed on the gronud that, not- 
withstanding there wag no registration, the seller 
bad sold the engagement, and the bu.ver bad 
right to start. Lord Durham, one of the stewards, 
held that in default of registration tlie seller could 
have struck the horse out half an hour before the 
rni-e and that RiiUm 91 and 92 were framed with 
the piiriiose of deciding disputed questions as to 
striking out of horses aud the payment of forfeits. 
However, tlie I^) Guards case caused Rule 92 to lie 
amend<*d in 1900 to read “sales with engagements, 
by private trc*aty must be registered, to entitle 
either seller or pun-baser to avail bimaelf of the 
conditions of the preceding rule.” 

Estimating Value of Race. 

Rule 78 provides that in estimating the value of a 
race, all money or prizes payable to other horses or 
bribers out of the stakes by the conditions of the 
race shall be deducted. In England a similar rule 
prevailed until 188.3, when a case occurred in which 
the JtK'key Club held that the entire value of the 
race, his entrance and starting money, should be 
charged against the w'Inucr and subsequently made it 
a rule of racing. Thus, if a horse wins a stake in 
whicli there is a bonus to the breeder or nominator, 
it is calculated in tlie value to the winner, and be is 
made to incur penalties of weight for winning money 
his owner did not receive. Lord Cadogan was. I 
think. res|Kinsible for this role. Mr. Lei^ld Roth- 
si'liild vigorously opposed it, and the London Field 
CNimmented uikiii the J«K*key Club as “tinkering with 
tlie law to accommodate their ruling and making 
Matualde the violation of the principles of equity,” 
and adding “the equitable immorality of the prac- 
fh'c of sadding owners with penalties for money won 
b.v breeders seems to us to be patent.” 

Allowances. 

Rule 84 provides that “Allowances must be claimed 
at time of entry.” But if an owner makes a claim 
Ilf. sa.v ten pounds, and it ig found be is entitled to 
oiil.v five |M>uiids, there is no authority in the rules 
to enable him to have it corrected, and. until such a 
rule is added, the rules as they stand cancel any 
allowaiic«* to the horse and he must carr.v the weight 
fixisl for the race, as though no allowance had ever 
lieeii claiim*il for LIm. It is true, the rule further 
leads “a claim for allow-ance to w'hich a horse is not 
entitled docs not disqualify, unless carried out at 
s 4 -ale.” But this intends that he shall not be com- 
|ielle4l to carry the weight which, through an error, 
li*. had claimed at time of entr>'. and enables him to 
start without any allou'anco. 31iere is in the rules 
no provision for fwrecting the claim, the $10 fine of 
Rule 57 applh-s only to incorrect des<*ription. or entry 
without partnership or joint interest having been 
registered. 

RACING CASES. 

No. 1. — Objection to Winner— Wrong Weight — W’in- 
iM*r Disqualified Four Days Later. 

Stockbridge, Eng., June 27. 1890.— For the Hurst 
lioiirm* Stakes, Cerera finished first, beating Sir 
Fre«kTick Rolierts four lengths. An objection to the 
w inner on I be ground of carrying insufficient weight, 
was IcHlgi**! on the day after the race, and beard at 
Newmarket on July 1. The stewards disqualifieii 
Tereza for carrying wrong weights, she not being 
eiititb^d to any breeiling allowance, and awarded the 
ra 4 *e to Sir Frederick Roberts. 

Stewards — Prince Soltykoff, Mr. Ilouldsworth and 
I be Duke of St. Albans. 

No. 2 — Objection to Winner — Insufficient Description 
-^Ibjcctor Reported for Delaying Objection. 

Portsiiioutb, Eng., October 20, 1891.— An objection 
wa» lodged against Ballybay, the winner of the 
('on*oratioii Plate, on the ground of insufficient de- 
MTiptioii. but was overruled and the objector was re- 
iMirted to the stewards of the Jockey Club, for his 
delay in procee<llng with the objection. 

No. .3. — Objection to Winner— Insufficient Weight 
Dismissed for Not Being Made by Proper Time. 

Baldoyle, Ireland, September 15, 1801.— After the 
International Plate was won by Detonator, an objec- 



tion was lodged against the winner to the effect that 
he bad carri^ insufficient weight, but the stewards 
decliiuHl to entertain it, as it was not made by the 
proper time. 

No. 4 — Mis-statement in Entry — Horse Disqualified 
for Omitting Name. 

Scarborough, September 1, 1888.— Soamer Handicap 
Plate. Mr. Nay’s Cknirtesy filly, finished first, but 
was disqualified on the grounds of mis-statement and 
omission in entry, she having run at Gosforth Park, 
June 29, 1887, in the name of Her Grace. The race 
was awarded to Nell Cook, which finished second. 
The stewards acquitted Mr. Nay of any wrong in- 
tention. 

No. 5 — Short of Weight — Objection to Horse Started 
In Same Interest — Objection Overruled. 

Saratoga, N. Y., August 17, 1871. — For the Ken- 
tucky Stakes, Sue Ryder finished first, Joe Daniels 
second. Alarm third. Colonel McDaniel started two 
eolts — Joe Daniels aud Hubbard. Returning to scale 
Hubbard was short of weight. Objection was made 
to Joe Daniels being placed second, on the ground 
that he aud Hubbard were started in the same in- 
terest (Colonel McDaniel’s). The objection was over- 
ruled. 

Note. — There was not at that time, nor is there 
now, any rule in the racing code, by which a horse 
can be disqualified, because another horse started in 
the same interest and is short of weight. With foul 
riding, it is different, as then all horses are dis- 
qualified, which are started in the same interest as 
the offender. In the steeplechase rules, it provides 
that when a horse is disqualified for any cause, all 
horses in the same interest, may be disqualified. 

No. C. — Objection to Winner — Incorrect Weight — 
Penalty for a Horse Dividing a Dead Heat. 
Newmarket, Eng., April 16, 1886. — An objection 
to Theodore, winner of the Friday Three Years Old 
Stakes, was made, claiming he had carried incor- 
rect weight. It was over-ruled, as the stewards 
considered that a horse dividing after a dead heat 
is liable to carry a penalty for the amount he 
would have received, if returned as the actual 
winner. 

No. 7. — Insufficient Description — Winner Disqnalified 
Three Weeks Dates. 

Sutton Park, Eng., July 8, 1869. — Patdiwork fin- 
ished first in the race for the West Bromwich 
Handicap. The owner of the second horse, Clario- 
nette, objected to Patchw'ork on the ground that 
he was not entered as “Patchwork, late Braham.” 
The case was heard at Goodwood, three weeks later, 
and Patchwork was disqualified for being iusuffi- j 
ciently described. 1 

No. 8. — Insufficient Description — Age Npt Given — 
Winner Disqualifle<l. 

Curragh, Ireland. June 24, 1891. — For the Chirragh 
Plate, Cry Help finished first, but was disqualified 
on the ground that his age was not given in the 
entry, and the race was awarded to No Go, which 
came second. No Go was Iwught for 95 guineas. 

No. 9. — Insufficient Description — Age Not Stated — 
Winner Disqualified— Owner Warned Off. 
Hamilton Park, Eng., July 17, 1891. — For the 
Brandon Sidling Plate, Commissary finished first, 
but was disviualified for Laving been entereil with- 
out his age being given, and the race was awardiA 
to Primus, Avhich came in second. The stewards 
reported the circumstances counectisl w itii the case 
to the stewards of the Jokey Cluti, who investi- 
gated the matter at Goodwood, on July 29, and 
warned Mr. Robert Hayward, owner of Commissary, 
off Newmarket Heath. 

No. 10. — Misdescription — CJase Dismissed. 

Siieepshead Bay, N. Y., September 14, 1887. — 
Raceland won the Great Eastern Handicap. Mr. 
W. B. Jennings, owner of George Oyster, the second 
horse, objected to Raceland receiving tho stakes, 
on the ground of misdescription, Raceland having 
IxHui nominated as “by Billet, dam Oaramel,” his 
actual peiligiee being “by Billet, dam Calomel.” 
Tbe case being referred to tbe executive committee, 
the following decision was rendered: 

“The eomraittee decide that it was evidently the 
trainer’s intention to give the correct pedigree; 
that lie did so to the iiest of his ability. The fact 
that he wrote (Caramel instead of Calomel is im- 
material. he having been dei-eived by the similarity 
of names. The description sliouid identify the 
horse, and so the entry was sufficient fur the pur- 
pose.” 

Note — The decision was contrary to all precedents 
made in similar cases, several of which arc given. 
Tlie Rule of Racing (Rule 15) in operation at the 
time (1887) read: 

“In entering a horse for the first time, he must 
lie clearly identifie<l by stating his name (if he has 
any), his color (w'ben possible), whether be is a 
horse, mare or gelding, and the names of his sire 
and dam; and if his sire and dam are unnamed or 
unknown, such further pedigree or description or 
paitieulars, as will distinguish him from all other 
htirses.” 

Raceland w^as not so nominated; bis dam was; 
given as “Caramel,” instead of “t’alomel.” Already 
there was a Caramel, by Monarchist. It was urged 
that Raeelund’s trainer made tbe entry and never 
having spelled the name. Caramel suggested itself 
to his mind without any intention to mislead. This 
is taken for granted, but it w’as an incorrect nomi- 
nation. 

In England, as far back as 1838, at a meeting of 
the Jockey Club, it w’us unanimously resolved, “That 
it is the opinion of this club, that no horse, though 
coming in first, shall hereafter be deemed the win- 
ner of any plate, match or sweepstakes, whether 
handicap or not, which shall be proved to have run, 
or continued to run under a false description, and 
such disiiaalification shall remain in force until 
his proi>er pedigree shall be ascertained and re- 
corded. But no objection to the qualification of a 
horse shall be received after the lapse of twelve 
months, from the time of running.” 

.Again, at a meeting of the Jockey Club, held 
June 7, 184.5, it was resolved. “That if a horse 
shall be fraudulently run or entered for any race 
by a false description, such horse shall be thence- 
forth disqualified for rnuning in any race.” 

At the time of Racelaud’s Great Eastern, the 
rule (No. IG) of Racing, stated that, “The descrip- 
tion shall l>e repealed in each entry of the horse 
until an entry of him by description with a proposed 
name has been published in tbe program or list of 
entries of a recognized association.’* 

However, Raceland had started throughout the 
season, at St. Louis. Chicago and Latonia, as a son 
of Caramel. His ow’uer must have known the de- 
scription was wrong, yet he had made no effort to 
correct it. 

Only a few years previous to the Raceland case, 
Mr. Keene’s colt Burgomaster, was disqualified for 
all engagements, because he wag nominated as being 
a son of Bombazine, when he was really a son of 
Falling Star— a precedent and a parallel for Race- 
laud’s case. 

No. 11. — Misdescription — Horse Disqualified. 

The Earl of M had declared the produce of 

Pasta, covered b.v Drone, as a bay filly, then named 
Z«‘lniyra. The name having been misprinted Ziilima. 
he having another filly of that name, nominated 
Zelmyra for the Stew’ards* Stakes, as “Zelmyra, 
sister to Argirio.” 

In 1839, Zelmyra, by Drone, ont of Pasta, started 
for the Anglesea Stakes, but did not win. She then 
started for the Steward’s Stakes as Zelmyra, w’ith 
sister to Argirio added. Objection was made, as 
Argirio was by Rollor or Drone. Objection was 
confirmed. 

A similar case occurred at Newmarket. A filly 
by Whalebone out of Muses’ dam, was entered as a 
“.sister to Moses” and disqualified, as Moses was 
by Whalebone or Seymour. 

No. 12 — Misdescription — Winner Disqualified — Differ- 
ence in Selling Price Returned to Owner. 
Chelmsford, Eng., June 9. 1859.— Marks Hall 

Stakes, for two-year-olds; selling allowances; win- 
ner to be sold for 50 sovereigns. Mr. Fleming’s 
hr. f, by (Connaught Ranger— Peggoty’s dam, first; 
Mr. J. Ward’s Maypole, second; Mr. Evans’ br. o. 
Confusion, third. Winner bought in for 155 guineas. 
The case was referred to the stewards, who decided: 
“Whereas, The filly by Connaught Ranger, which 
came in first for the Marks Hall Stakes, and Im- 
properly entered as ‘out of Peggoty’s dam.’ instead 
of ‘ilam by Venison, out of Peggoty’s dam,’ the 
stewards diHiide that the second horse is entitled to 
the prize, and also that the clerk of the course must 
return to the owner of the Ckmnaught Ranger filly, 
the difference betwwn the selling price and the 
amount for which she was bought in when put up to 
auction.”

No. 1.3 — Misdescription and Insufficient Description — 
The Go Between Case — Objection Overruled — 
Case Appealed— Decision Reversed. 

^theepsheud Bay, N. Y., June 27, 1906. — After Mr. 
A. Shields’ horse. Go Between, won the Suburban 
Handicap, Mr. F. R. Hitchcock objected to him on 
the gro'ind of misdescription, he having been de- 
scribed as a gelding, which he was not. The stew- 
ards upon Investigation found he was not a gelding, 
but that In the original entry Mr. Shields had not so 
describiHl him, no age, sex or pedigree having been 
given, but simply the name of the horse. Thereupon, 
the stewards issued the following: 

“The protest fif June 27, against Go Between, as 
winner of the Sutvirban Handicap, on the ground of 
his having been catered as a gelding, is denied, no 
description of sex Aiving been given in making the 
original entry.” 

Mr. Hitchcock then ^irotested Go Between and Or 
monde’s Right as stArters for the Commouwealtli 
Handicap, on the grounds of misdescription. Go Be- 
tween being wrongly described as a gelding, aud 
Ormonde’s Right, whose age had not bt*en given in 
the original entry. The protest was denietl by tlie 
atewanls, Thereu|>on. Mr. Hitchcock, under Rule 
1.34 of Racing, app<*aled to the stewards of the 
Jo4‘ke.v Club. 

The stewards of tbe ^itkey Club reversed the de- 
cision of the stewards ^|tUe meeting, aud declareil 



Gc Between and Ormonde’s Right, as not qualified 
St triers for the Commonwealth Handicap. Mr. A. 
S'lields and his horses were suspended from racing, 
r iid the license of John Shields, trainer of the horses, 
•vas revoktHl. 

Note — The stewards of the meetings based their 
decision on the fact that Go Bf'tween had not been 
described as a gelding in the original entry. But 
opposed to this is another fact, namely, that the 
nominator had omitted to state the age of the 
horse, as required by the third paragraph of Rule 
51: “In every entry, after such pnblication, his 

name and age will be sufficient.” This as an ad- 
judged case — see the Cry Help ease (No. 8 in Racing 
Cases) and Commissary case (No. 9) in which the 
owner was ruled off. 

That these details, such as age, sex and pedigree, 
have been demanded in the identification made in an 
entry, is a racing principle older than most men 
now living. It is only necessary to state that for the 
Two Thousand Guineas of 1828, Mr. M. French 
nominated a colt as Palemon, without any further 
description. An objection was made, and tbe case 
referred to the stewards, who decided he conld not 
start. 

No. 14 — Misdescription — Winner Disqualified. 

Egbam, Eng., August 23, 1859.— Betting Stand 
Plate — Mr. W. Day’s bay colt by Acrobat out of 
Alboni’s dam, which came in first In this race, 
having been entered as “out of Alboni,” was dis- 
qualified and the race given to Hand Over Hand, 
which bad finished second. 

No. 15. — Declaration to Win Not Made — Horse 
stopped to Allow Stable Companion to Win — 
Trainer fined and Reprimanded. 

Morris Park, N. Y., July 13, 1891.— For the Hack- 
ensack Handicap. Col. F. C. McLewee started Rey 
del Rey and San Jnan. It was apparent that San 
Juan could have won, but Doggett, his rider, held 
him back, allowing Rey del Rey to win. No declara- 
tion to win had been made. Mr. M. M. Allen, the 
trainer of both horses, wlien called upon, admitted 
he bad made no declaration and that he had told 
Doggett that Rey del Rey should win. Colonel 
McLewee said be knew nothing of the omission to 
make the declaration, that he had left that to Mr. 
Allen. The stewards fined Mr. Allen $500 and repri- 
manded him for negligence in regard to Rule 58 of i 
Racing. 

No. 10. — Jockey’s Retainer Does Not Entitle Him to 
Fees for Races He Did Not Ride. 

New York, November 10, 1882. — .Anthony Hami- 
lton, a jockey, under contract to Mr. P. Lorillurd, 
and Isaac B. Murphy, a jockey nndcr cmitract to 
Mr. F. A. Ehret, fil^ claims against their employ- i 
ers for compensation for riding fees for mounts 
which bad l>een given to other jockeys and which ' 
they claimed belonged to them under their con- 
tracts. The contracts were submitted to tbe Board 
of Ckmtrol, which body returned the following deci- 
sion: “The jockeys nnjiied in the claims are not 

entitled to compensation for races in which they 
did not ride for their employers.” 

No. 17 — Objection to Winner — Ckintingeucies Not 
Registered — Winner Disqualified. 

I^pardstown, Ireland. June 5, 1891. — The Silver 
Park Plate was won by Golden Banner. The winner 
was disiinulifled for liuviug run in contravention of 
Rule 94 and the race awarded to Blanc Mange, which 
finisbcKl second. The matter was reported to the 
stewards of the Turf Club, who fined Mr. Talbot and 
Mr. F. F. Cullen, who bad contingencies iu Golden 
Banner, 50 sovereigns each. 

^’o. 18 — Objection — Referred to Jockey Club From 
Want of Evidence. 

Lincoln. Eng., March 19, 1888. — Tatbwell Plate 
won by Cinderella colt. An objection to the winner 
on tbe ground of insufficient description, was investi- 
gated by the stewards: but. from w'unt of evidence, 
was referred by them to the stewards of the Jockey 
(’lub, who overruled It. 

No. 19. — Objection Overruled — Appeal — The Decision 
Reversed on Appeal. 

Sandown Park, Eng., April 13, 1888. — Railway i 
Plate, The Celt finisbeil first. Spice second. An ob- 
jection Imlgcd by the owner of Spice, on the ground 
that The Celt had carrieil the wrong weight, was 
overruled. Ijonl Ijcngau (owner of Spice) subse- ' 
queutly appealed, to the stewards of the Jockey Club, 
under Rule 39 (VIII.) when they deoidetl that The 
Celt was disqualified, owing to not having carrieil a 
lieiialty for a race exceeding the value of 190 so vs., 
won as a two-year-old, and accordingly awarded the 
race to Spice. 

No. 20. — CJonflict Between Conditions of Race and 
Rules of Racing. 

Sbeepsheutl Bay. N. Y., June 28, 1895. — ^The own- 
ers of Mirage (Messrs. A. H. & D. H. Morris) 
claimed a maiden allowance in the Spindrift Stakes 
on the ground under tbe clause “handicaps and sell- 
ing races shall not be taken into consideration,” he 
was entitled to it, notwithstanding be bad won a 
selling race at Gravesend, June 4. The case being 
submitted to the stewards, the claim was denleil. 

Note. — The decision was eminently proper for a 
maiden, is one at time of starting, under the rules. 
The conditions of the race had been copied from 
those of previous years, when under Rule 15. of the 
Rules of Racing, from 1885 to 1894, “conditions of 
a race or of a meeting, supersede the rules of racing, 
w’hen they conflict.” As this rule was omitted in the 
revision of 1894, the claim could not hold. 

No. 21. — Objection Not Made at Proper Time — Over- 
ruled. 

Stockton, Eng., August 22. 1888. — Norton Plate, 
Grey Friars finished first. On the following da.v at 
Hedon, Mr. Whipp. owner of Castagnette. which fin- 
ished second, lodged an objection against Grey Friars 
for carrying the wrong weight. The stewards dis- 
qualified Grey Friars and awarded the race to Cas- 
tagnette. On the 28th lust., at York, Mr. Enoch, 
the trainer of Grey Friars, objected to Castagnette 
on the ground of having carri^ insntficient weight. 
The stewards decided that the objection should have 
been made within 24 hours after the race, and de- 
clined to entertain it. 

No. 22. — Liability of Nominator — Entry Ineligible by 
Reason of Age. 

New Y’ork, January 19, 1892. — Cases submitted to 
the Board of Control: 

1. Mr. D nominated several yearlings, bred 

and owned by himself, in stakes closing August 15. 
Tbe Octolier following he sold their racing qualities 
to Mr. G.. filing transfers with the secretaries of 
the racing cinbs, accompanied by acceptances by Mr. 

G , the only consideration being one-half interest 

in their winnings. In December, knowing Mr. G— — 
to be abroad, bat desirous of increasing the earning 

capacity of the yearlings, Mr. D nominated them 

in stakes, closing in January. The question arose 

whether Mr. D was liable for the forfeits in the 

stakes closing in January, after be had parted with 
control of the horses. 

2. In January Mr. D nominated two fillies. 

two years old. in a stake for three-year-olds. As 
they were not eligible, the question was whether the 
nominator was liable for forfeiture, or the secretary 
should have declined the entry. 

The above being submitted for decision, the Board 
of Control decided: 

1. It being shown that Mr. D had sold only 

the racing qualities of the yearlings entered by him 
iu the stakes closing January 1, 1892, he still pos- 
sessed an interest in them, and his nominations 
were, therefore, valid. 

2, That as he had entered fillies two years old 
in a stake exclusively for three years old, the fillies 
were ineligible to start and the nominator should 
pay a fine of ten dollars for each entry.

No. 23. — Objection to Winner for Omission to Regis- 
ter Transfer of Engagement — Case Dismissed. 

Chester, Eng., Blay 4. 1898. — Chester Cup (handi- 
cap of 2,550 sovs. Mr. Pack’s Up Guards, first; 
Mr. Dobell’s The Rush, second; Mr. G. M. Inglis’ 
Piety, third. On the day after the race, the owner 
of the second horse Imlged an objection to the win- 
ner “on the ground of change of ownership since 
entry, and there being no registration of the same.” 
The objection was heard at Kempton Park on the 
following Saturday (Blay 7) and was dismissed, it 
being considered frivolous and vexatious. Acting 
Stewards Mr. C. M. Howard (for the Duke of West- 
minster), Lord Durham (for Lord Chalmondelyl, 
and Mr. J. H. Houldsworth (for Ijord Enniskillen). 

Note. — Lord Durham has since explained the decis- 
ion In a letter to Mr. Corlett, dated Lambton. Janu- 
ary 8, 1900, in which he holds the objection to have 
been “vexatious” because it was made 23 hours 
after tlie race, at a time when the Chester stew- 
ards could not decide it; and that it was “frivolous” 
because it was not founded upon any rule of racing. 
The rule uiK>n which Mr. Doltell objected was 92 of 
tbe Rules of 1898, which did not require registry, as 
required by a later revision of the rule. 

The rule in 1898 read: “In all cases of sale by 

private treaty, the written acknowledgment of both 
parties, that the horse was sold with engagements, 
is necessary to prove the fact.” After the Up 
Guards case. Rule 92, was amended to read. “Sales, 
with engagements by private treaty, must be regis- 
tered to entitle either seller or purchaser to avail 
himself of the conditions of the preceding rule.” 

No. 24. — Private Contract Not a Subject of Dis- 
qualification. 

Newmarket. Eng., October 11, 1803.— The Selling 
Plate was won bv Maltine. On the following day 
an objection was lodged to the winner on the ground 
that according to the terms of a lease, be was not 
eligible to be entered in a selling race The objec- 
tion was over ruled and the deposit forfeited the 
stewards considering the matter a private one. 

No. 25 —Entry Not Blade in 'Time— Horse Disquali- 
fied — Clerk of Course Fined. 

Leicester, Eng., April 8. 1893.— Yarra. the winner, 
was objected lo on the ground that his entry was not 
matte in due time, and the stewards decided that 
tlie first entry made by T. Bliillen, was not valid 
in accordance with Rule 97, and that tbe aecond 



entry, made by telegraph, was received too late. 
Yarm was, therefore, disqualified, and the race 
awarded to Fox. On appeal, the stewards of the 
Jockey Clnb decided that Yarm was never duly 
enten*il, was not qualified to start and could not. 
therefore, be considered a starter. They fined the 
clerk of the course 50 sovereigns for accepting an 
entry after the time fixed for closing and printing 
it on the card as a correct entry. Fox was pot up 
at auction at Epsom, on Tuesday, April 11, and 
bought in for 190 guineas. 

No. 26. — Entry by Telegraph Confirmed by Person 
Not Autborixed — Winner Disqualified. 

Brighton, Eng., April 27, 1893.— In race for tho 
Town Plate, Pampero finished first aud was sold to 
liOrd Molyueux for :>60 guineas. The case going to 
tbe stewards of tbe Jockey Club in respect to foul 
riding by Nolan, on Pampero, it developed that Pam- 
pero had been entered by telegraph and confirmed by 
a person not duly unthorixed. Pampero was dis- 
qnalified, and tbe race awarded to Orange Peel, 
which was offered at auction at Newmarket, May 4, 
but not sold. Lord Molyueux retained Pampero at 
the »'riee of a beaten horse. 

No. 27. — Objection to Horse Nominated By a Person 
Not Its Owner — W’inuer Disqualified. 

Sbeepshead Bay, N. Y., September 7, 1901. — 
Leonora Loring the property of L. M. Myers, fin- 
ished first for the Great Filly Stakes. Objection 
having been made on tbe ground of incorrect nomina- 
tion, and upon investigation it appearing that she 
was nominated by Maj. B. G. Thomas, who was not 
her owner, she was disqualified under Role 50 of 
the Rules of 1901, and tbe stakes were awarded to 
Blue Girl. 

No. 28. — Disqualification— Rider Not Qualified. 

Brighton, Eng., November 1, 1887. — Southdown 
Plate won by Polemic. Mr. C. Archer’s horse .Mr. 
King, four years, ridden by Mr. C. Elpbick, finishinl 
first. The conditions of tbe race read, “to be ridden 
by gentlemen, qualified under Grand National limit 
Rules, jockeys seven pounds extra.” 

The liorse Mr. King, was disiiualified on the ground 
that bis rider was not qualified to ride according t<> 
conditions, and the race awarded to Polemic, which 
came in second. 

Little Harry finished third, but as be did not 
weigh in, was not placed. 

No. 29. — Only Two Stewards in Stand — Three Re- 
quired by Rule. 

Windsor, Eng., August C, 1907. — Menu finished 
first for the Castle Handicap. An objection to Menu, 
by the rider of Tom Wedgwood, the secmid horse, 
on the grounds of crossing aud boring, was sus- 
tained aud the race awarded to Tom Weilgwood 
(acting stewards — Sir R. Wilmot and Mr. G. Ed- 
wards) Mr. C. Morton, as agent for Mr. J. B. Joel 
(the owner of Menu), lodg(*d an appeal cm the ground 
that only two stewards adjndicated on the case, 
instead of three, as required by Role 166. The 
matter was referred back for re-hearing, and was 
investigated by Sir R. Wilmot, Mr. G. Edwards and 
Capt. H. Greville, at Hurst Park, on August 24, 
w’hen, after hearing tbe evidence of the judge and 
of tlie jockeys who rcxle in the race, they were of 
opinion that Menu crossed Tom Wedgwood, and was 
not two lengths clear at the time, 'fhey therefore, 
disqualified Menu, and awarded the race to Tom 
Wedgwood. 

’rile clerk of the course wag called upon by the 
stewards of the Jockey Club to explain why he had 
failed to arrange for the appointment of a third 
steward in accordance with Rule 6. The stewards, 
after hearing the explanation, imposed a fine of 25 
sovereigns. 

No. 30. — Disqualification of Winner — Omission in 
Registration of Partnership. 

Leopardstown, Ireland. June 10, 1890. — Juvenile 
Plate. No-Go came in first, but was disqualified by 
stewards of the Turf Club, to w'boni the matter was 
referred, on tbe ground that she was not solely tho 
property of Mr. Cullen, and that no share or parIM 
nership iu her was registered, as required by rule, 
aud tbe race was awarded to Moa, which came in 
sfCMind. 

No. 31. — Objection to Winner — Over-Ruled Clerical 
Error — Clerk of Course Fined 

Lewes, Eng., November 6. 1891. — Members Plate 
won by Joe Miller. An obj^tion to the winner on 
the ground of insufficient description, and tliat she 
was wrongly described iu the registered lease, was 
referred to the stewords of the Jockey Club, who 
over-riileil it, us they found that the original entry 
of the horse at Brighton in 1S90, was correct under 
Rule 80, blit part of it was omitted from the card 
of that meeting. They fined the clerk of the course 
5 sovereigns for the omission. 

No. 3*2— Objection— Overweight— Conditions of Raco 
Construed. 

Doncaster, Eng., 1851. — After the race for the 
Betting Romn Stakes, Nancy, the winner, was ob- 
jected to for having carried two pounds overweight. 
The conditions of the race were that a winner once 
in 1850 or 1851, should carry three pounds extra, 
twice, five pounds extra. Nancy carried five pounds 
extra, for having won. twice. The objection was 
that she won only once in 1850 and once in 1851, and 
consequently should have carried only three pounds 
extra. The case being referred to Admiral (then 
Captain) Rous, he returned tbe following decision; 

“I find by the official report of the Clerk of tbe 
Course that Nancy carried 9 st. 2 lb. This weight. 

9 St. 2 lb., in my opinion, she was bound to carry. 
The conjunction (“or”) coupled the two events. 
Nancy is, therefore, entitled to the stakes.” 

No. 33 — Maiden Allowance Claimed for a Horse 
Which Had Walked Over, Allowed. 

^ Belmont Park, October 10, 1908. — Mr. J. R. 

Keene’s filly AtUictiou, finished second in a sweep- 
stakes, after claiming a maiden allowance, whicli 
was granted. On (tetolier 8th she had wa(k^ over 
for the Matron Stakes with Maskette, which also 
belonged to Mr. Keene, and the question arose 
whether she was entitled to the allowance. There 
was no protest made before the race. As she did 
not win, no objection was lodged after tbe race. 

Note. — The Rules of Racing read: “A walkover 

is when two horses in entirely different interests ilo 
not run for a race.” Maskette and Affiiction were 
the only starters for the Matron, and both the prop- 
erty of Mr. Keene. The result was officiall.v re- 
turned as a walkover. If such were the case, Afllic- 
tion was not entitled to a maiden allowance in the 
race of October 10 for Rule 79 reads: “Winning 

shall include dividing, walking over, or receiving 
forfeit.” Tbe rules do not seem to contemplate two 
horses walking over, Mr. P. Lorillard’s Pizarro and 
Gonfalon, for the Trenton Stakes of 188^1, being tbe 
only case I can recall. For tbe Matron Stakes, only 
half the added money was paid, and Affliction was 
not given the $1,000 second money. Both theso 
facts establish the event as a walkover and Afflic- 
tion a winner for tbe purposes of the rules. Either 
the Matron was a walkover and Affliction was not 
entitled to a maiden allowance, or it was a race, in 
which case she was entitled to second money, whten 
she did not receive. 

No. 34 — Objection tp Horse Starting for Privata 
Claim — Declared Frivolous — Deposit Forfeited. 

Lanark, September 23, 1890. — Wishaw Handicap. 
Hopeful came in third, but was disqualified, as her 
rider could not draw bis weight. Tlic owner of 
Hopeful objected to Chieftain starting for tbe race, 
on the ground that he had not had any settlement, as 
part owner. The objection was declared to be friv- 
olous, and tbe deposit ordered to be forfeited. 

No. 35— Horse Claimed — Objection to Claim on the 
Ground that tbe Winner Had Not Passed Scale 
— Overruled. 

Epsom, Eng., April 23. 1890. — Kingswooil Stakes. 
BIr. Maple, owmer of third horse, claimed Ringlet, 
which horse had finished second. Mr. Smith, Ring- 
let’s owner, objecletl to tbe claim on the ground that « 
the winner had not passed the scale when it was 
made. The stewards (Lonl Suffolk acting for Prince 
Soltykoff) overruled the objection on the ground that 
it was frivolous, and fined Mr. Smith 5 sovs. 

No. 36— Selling Race— Dead Heat— Winners Sold— 
Disposition of the Surplus. 

Yonkers. N. Y July 18, 1910.— Sir Cleges and 
Apologize ran a dead heat for the selling race and 
divided. Both horses were offered by anction. 
Tliere was no bid on Apoli^ixe. Sir Cleges was 
bought in for $1,0(K>, an aUvanct> of $405 surplus 
surplus was dlvhleil 
^ually ($202.o0 each) between the owners of Sir 
Cleges and Apologize. 

not in accordance with 
paragraph of Rule 131, which reads, “Both

the Association. Accordingly, the ow'ner of e.icli 
horse i^oidd have received $101.25 and tbe Ass 4 M*ia- 
tion $202. oO. 

No. 37 — Selling Race — “Friendl.v Purchase” — Horse 
Itetunied to Owner — Owner Fineil. 

Saratoga, N. Y., August 16. 1910.— Mr. S. C. 11 1 1- 
dreth s horse Woodcraft, after the selling met*, was 
purchased by Mr. P. Dunne. A few days after the 
race it was found that the horse was again in Mr. 
Hildreth’s stable. The stewards inquired into the 
case. BIr. Dunne admitted he bad retiirneil the 
horse, but said he was not aware that to do so was 
an infraction of the rule. Tlie stewards thereupon 
issued the following: 

“In respect of the transfer of the horse Wooil- 
craft, the stewards find it was not bona fide Mr* 
Dunne Is believed lo have aett^ in ignorance of th« 
rule. .Mr. Hildreth is tt^l $260 for an infraction 
of the following Rule of Racing: raction 

“Rule 131: Any person wlm shall attempt to ore 
vent another person from bidding on the winner of 
selling race or claiming any bone in R„eh ra^i* o? 
demand any jwrtlon of tjie siindo* from the owue^I 
of horses which are entitled to x»r anr 
running In selling racw. who mgy

No. 38— Selling Race— “Friendly Claim”— Claimed 

Horse Returned 'to Owner — Both Owners Fined. 

Saratoga, N. Y., August 20, 1900.— Mr. Drake’s 
liorse Wes, beaten in the fifth race, was claimed by 
€«, S. Davis and M. L. Uayman. In the toss up Mr. 
Hayraan was awarded the horse at the claiming 
|»rice, $1,400. It W’as found that the horse had 
lieen retunied by Mr. Hay man to Mr. Drake shortly 
after the race. The stewards investigated the trans- 
fer of Wes and declared it ‘‘a friendly claim” and. 
therefore, irregular, notwithstanding Mr. Hayman’s 
statement that he had resold the horse to Mr. Drake 
at a profit. Thereupon the stewards issued the fol- 
lowing: 

“The stewards of the meeting fine Mr. J. A. 
Drake and Mr. M. L. Hayman, $200 each, for an in- 
fringement of the Sixth Section of Rule 131 of 
Racing.” 

No. 39 — ^Short of Weight — Bridle Put in Saale — 
Horse Disqualified. 

Aqueduct, N. Y., July 17, 1895. — Mirage finishc^l 
first in the fourth race. On weighing in his jockey, 
O’ljcary, was a |M>und and a half short of weight. 
The stewards allowed him to draw bis weight with 
the bridle, and he passed the scale. 

On appeal to the stewards of the Jockey Club, 
July 24. Mirage was disqualified on the ground that 
his jockey, weighing in with his bridle, was in con- j 
trarentimi of Rule 89 and the race given to Abing- 
don. 

No. 40 — Selling Race— Claimant of Second Horse 
Compelleil to Pay Full Amount of Stakes. 

Brighton Beach, August 10. 1895. — Emma, Gulta 
I'l'rcha and Annie Bishop finished first, second and 
thirtl in a selling sweepstakes of $400, of which $75 
to 81*0000 and $25 to third. 

Emma’s owner. Mr. Burridge. claimed Gutta 
Percha. Her entered price was $1,500. The Asso- 
ciation chargeil him $1,900. He claimed that he 
should 1)0 chargiMl only $1,800, and quoted Rule 78 
of Racing (1895i, via.: “In estimating the value 

of the race, there shall bo deilucted any money pay- 
able to other horses or out of stakes by the condi- 
tions of tbe m<*eting.” His claim was overruldl on 
an appt'al to the stewards of the Jockey Club and the 
decision of the Brighton stewards sustained on the 
ground that Rule 127 (of 1895) stated that “horses 
starting may be claimed for the selling price, plus 
the value of the stakes or purse.” 

Kote. — I have always thought the above decision 
was in contravention of tbe letter and spirit of the 
rules of 1895. The value of a race was stated in 
Rule 78, as given above. Tbe custom bad always 
been to construe the rule either in respect of a 
|)cnalty or a claim as to pnAibit a horse being 
charged for “mone.v payable to other horses.” The 
custom had been to deduct any mmiey payable to 
other horses. The decision in Gutta Pereba’s case 
made her owner win more money by running second, 
than Emma’s did by winning the race. Emma, the 
winner, received $300; Gutta Pereba’s buyer being 
chargeil $400 over her entere<l price and $75 second 
money, made her owner win $475, while the owner 
of Emma, the winner, received only $300. 

Tbe evident intent of the rule was that an owner 
shall not be charged for what he does not. or could 
not. win — an old and well established principle of 
racing. It is possible the decision was made l>y 
overlooking Rule 78 and a literal construction of 
Rule 127, taking tbe word value, to mean gross, in- 
stead of to tbe winner, as provided in Rule 78. 

No. 41. — Selling Race — Price Not Stated at Time 
Called for by Conditions — Entry Refused. 

Saratoga. N. Y.. August 3. 1900. — For the Worden 
House Stakes (selling) Lady of tbe Valley was 
named as a starter an hour before tbe race, to carry 
weight-for-age. As the conditions of the race read 
“selling price to be stated through the entry-box 
m 0 it tbe time of closing entries on the day preceding 
*be race.” the stewards decided that the entry was 
not in conformity with the conditions of tbe race, 
and Lady of the V’all^.v was not qualified to start. 

Note. — ^At the time, several precedents were cited 
to show that whore the conditions had been similarly 
W’orded, owners who had omitted to enter horses 
through the entry-box on the day preceding the race, 
and stating selling price, bad been permitted to 
name on tbe day of the race, by entering at top 
price, and carr.ving weight-for-age. It was. how- 
ever, a clear violation of tbe conditiims. It enables 
an owner to bold bis entry out until the day of the 
race, when be knows with which horses his horse 
will have to race — a knowledge that is denied those 
who comply with tbe cmiditions. 

No. 42 — Selling Race — Authorized Agent Not Regis- 
tered — Claim of Horse Denied. 

Gravesend. N. Y., September 22. 1897. — In selling 
race, Mr. Caruthers, owner of Song and Dance, 
claimed Howard Mann: subsequently Mr. E. J. Bald- 
win Claimed Howard Mann, through bis trainer. F. 
Taylor. Mr. Baldwin having run second with Bem- 
anlillo, had priority of claim. Mir. Camtbers pro- 
tested on the ground that under Rule 127 of the 
Rules of 1897. only owners of horses running or 
their authorised agents c^onld claim, and that Taylor 
was not an authorized agent of Baldwin, under the 
definition of Rule 1 of 1897, In that his authority 
was not registered with the Jockey Club. 

Tlie Stewards finding such to be the case, de- 
cided that Mr. Caruthers was entitled to the horse 
Howard Mann, and he was delivered by Mr, Bald- 
win to Mr. Oaruthers. 

No. 43 — Selling Race — Sale Declared Illegal Be- 
cause Money was Not Adiled, as Advertised. 

Brighton, Eng., August 5, 1868. — C?apt. Machcll’s 
Sir Oliver won the Sussex Stakes (selling). Tbe 
winner, upon being offered for sale, was sold to 
Mr. W. G. Bennett for 210 guineas. Gapt. Macbell 
<»bject«il on the ground that as the money adver- 
tiseil in the conditions, viz.: 100 sovereigns to be 
given, was 4iot added, tbe sale was illegal. Tbe 
Stewanls. Admiral Rons and Lord Westmoreland, 
decld«*d the sale illegal. 

No. 44 — Starter’s Statement Gonclnsive — False Start 
-Race Run Over. 

Wimlsor. Eng., June 16, 1869. — There was a false 
start for the Windsor Handicap, and most of the 
horses ran the course. The starter declared he had 
not given tbe signal to start, and tbe Stewards 
ordered the race to lie rnn over. 

No. 45— Winner Struck Out of Engagement — Dis- 
qualified. 

Bromley, Eng., April 21, 1869. — Red White and 
Blue flnif^ed firet in the race for the Bickley Stakes, 
but objection yeas made to him on the ground that 
be had been struck out of the engagement two days 
previously, and he was disqualified. 

N<t. 46. — False Start — Run Over — Complaint of 
Starter Dismissed. 

Carlisle, Eng., July 1, 1890.— Cumberland Plate. 
There was a false start for this race, when all the 
Im^sos except Redsand. ran tlie course. Tyrant came 
In first, beating Barmecide by half a length. In the 
actual race Barmecide won by four lengths. Horton 
and Lord Marmion did not start the second time. 

The starter, when called upon by the stewards, 
declared the first race to be no start, and added that 
tbe jw*k«ys had started without bis orders, and that 
he bad never dropped his flag. When asked by the 
stewards, be replied that he had no complaint to 
make against the jockeys. The following day the 
starter wished to report the jockeys for misconduct, 
but the stewards remembering his reply of the day 
l*cfore, did not feel justified in acting on the com- 
plaint. 

No. 47.— False Start— Race Run Over Three Times. 

Saratoga, N. Y., August 13. 1900.— For the first 
race of the day, . Terrorist. Lieber Karl and His 
Ib*yal Highness ran the entire distance to a false 
start. Mr. Oldwell, the starter, reported that he 
> had not started the horses, althongh the jockeys 
claimed the advance flag had fallen. The stewards 
ord»Tcd the horses to the post, when in another 
breakaway I^dy Contrary. His Royal Highness and 
Hasb<*en. ran the extire distance, the others pulling 
up. The starter again reported to tlie stewards 
that 1)0 had not gtartcfl them, but it appeared that 
il)e advance flagman had dropped bis flag. The 
stewards ordered the liorses to the post again and 
after the race discharged the advance flagman. The 
106^*^ stewards was iu conformity with Rule 

Distance — Race Declared Void, but 
Added Money Awarded to the Winner. 

Siidlmry. Eng., February 2. 1869.— After the Sud- 
bury Haiidicap. the owner of Vision, one of tbe 
starters. ol»jwic*d to the winner on the ground that 
i^e race had not lieen run at the proper distance. 
The stewards ri'ferred the case to Admiral Rous, 
who gave tlie following decision: 

“The horses being started .at the wrong post 
sbortenlng the di.'tance. the race is void, and ali 
liets are off. As I he jockeys had no power to dis- 
olK*y the orders of tlie starter, it would be unjust 
that the owners of ilie horses should suffer from 
neghH.*t of the less**e. Tbe forty sovereigns adver- 
tised must be paid to the horse wliieb came in first 
and tbe five sovereign;; sw)*epstakes returned to their 
res|»eclive owners. Signed: — U. J. Rous.” 

No. 49. -Starter’s Mistake- Field Started Short of 
Three Horses— Race Run Over. 

Kingsbury. i:ng., July 23, 1869. — Ten horses were 
weighed In for the Selling Handicap. The starter, 
by mistake, started only seven horses before Amour 
Propre and Inuendo had readied the [lost. the latter 
joining in the race and coining in first. The stew- 
ards decided it w'as no race and ordereil it run over. 
Amour Propre winning. 

No. 59— Penalfleg and AllowaDccs— Allowance Can 
Not Be Deducted from Penalty. 

Morris Park, N. Y.. June 9, 1891 .— ^eepstakes 
for all ages; winners at any time of to c^y 

5 pounds extra; twice of ^,000 or onee of $^,000, 
7 pounds extra, and winners of three races in 1^1 • 
$9 cacry 15 poqiida eatr$. N<m>wlWi$ fit fioy time 



of $2,000 allowed 5 pounds, of $1,000 allowed 7 
pounds. 

Messrs. J. A. and A. H. Morris’ filly L’lntrigu.intc, 
three s ears old, was entered and her owners claim»-^l 
that while she had won three races in 1^1, she had 
never won a race of $1,000 value, hence, that whilu* 
she incurred ^ a penalty of 15 |K>unds for winning 
three races, it was offset by her not having won i. 
race of $1,000. for which they claimed the allowanci 
of 7 i>ounds, deilucting which, from her penalty, 
made her weight 110 pounds and she was so on . 
tered. The case being taken to the judges, they al- 
loweil the claim, but on appeal to the stewards, Mr. 
Withers, as senior steward, returned a decision that 
a penalty was imperative, and that an allowance 
could not be deducted from a ficnalty. and that 
L’ Intriguante jnust carry the full penalty, making 
her weight 117 pounds, or 15 pounds added to scale. 

Note. — With all due respect to so eminent an au- 
thority as Mr. Withers, who was certalul.v one of 
the greatest either Europe or this country has 
known, in the L’lutriguante case, his decision was 
contrary to all practice in similar cases. Clearly, 
if a horse can incur a penalty under the conditions 
of a race, he is likewise entitled to any allowance 
of weight under its conditions, when there is no 
stipula tion in the conditions that he shall not lie. 

No. 51 — Penalties and Allowances — An Allowance 
Deducted from a Penalty. 

Washington, D. C., November 19, 1902. — Vestal 
Stakes, for fillies, three years old; non-winners of 
$2,000 in 1901, and non- winners of $.3,000 In 1902. 
at time of starling, to carry 123 pounds. The win- 
ner of the Dixie Stakes to carry 5 pounds extra. 
Non-winners of $2,000 allowed 5 iiounds; of $1,500. 
allowed 7 pounds; of two races of $1,000, allowed 
10 pounds. 

Adelaide Prince bad won the Dixie Stakes, but 
she had never won $2,000. Thus she had earned a 
penalty and an allowance. The question of the 
weight she should carry having been presented, the 
stewards decided that the allowance should be d<7- 
ducted from the penalty, and thus offset it. making 
her weight 123 pounds instead of 128 pounds. 

No. 52. — Beaten Allowance Claimed by Winner — I 
Race Declared Void. j 

Keinpton Park, Eng., Jnl.v 15, 1881. — Cloisteress 
finished first, but an objection to tbe winner for 
claiming a beaten allowance of four pounds in con- 
travention of Rule 10 (HI.) was lodged by Captain 
Macbell on behalf of Ixird Calthorpe, owner of the 
second horse. The stewards of Kempton Park hav- 
ing decided previously to the race that the conditions 
were legal, and Cloisteress was entitled to the four- 
fioimd allowance, being guided iu this decision by a 
decision given by the stewards of Chester, and also 
by the fact that the only alternative was declaring 
the raee void, which was not keeping faith with 
the public, considered that Cloisteress was entitled 
to the race, but gave Lord Calthoriw? a right to 
appi'al to the stewards of the Jockey Club. On 
Lord CaltlHM'pe’s appeal the stewards of tbe Jockey 
Club decided that the conditions were in contra- 
vention of the Rules of Racing, and that the race 
should be declared null and void. 

No. 53. — Allowances — Handicap Winner Denied and 
Held to Have Won at Weight- for- Age — The Tar- 
bouche Case. 

Jerome Park. N. Y., October 6. 18S7. — In purse 
for three-year-olds and upward, Mr. A. Belmont 
claimed an allowance of seven iiounds for his filly. 
Tarbouclic. 3 years, under tbe conditions of tbe 
race, “horses not having won in 1887, when carry- 
ing weight-for-age or more, allowed seven pounds.” 
Tarbouche had won at Monmouth Park, August O: 
the Seaside Stakes, a welter handicap, with 120 
pounds, or fourteen pounds over her weight for age, 
Mr. Belmont claimed that the fact that the race she 
had won, being a handicap, did not apply, that the 
clause contemplated a weight-for-age race. The 
judges denied Mr. Belmont’s claim. 

No. 54 — Disqualified Horse Reinstated as Winner. 

Alexandria Park. Eng., September 12. 1903. — 
Moderate Plate of £100, for three-year-olds and up- 
wards entrance £3; winner and second free; one, 
and oDo-half miles and 110 yards (17 entries — £100). 
Sir J. Blundell Maple’s Royal Minister, b.v Royal 

Hampton, 4, 7st. 12 lb W. Lane 1 

Mr. A. Walton’s Balade, 3, 7 st. 8 lbs. . Boardman 2 
Mr. W. C. Whitney’s White Webbs, 3, 7 st.

Six to four against Royal Minister; 8 to 1, White 
Webbs; 4 to 1, Postman’s Knock: 11 to 2. Balada. 
Royal Minister came in first, lieating Postman’s 
Knock by a short bead, Balada being third, beaten 
two lengths; White Webbs, fourth; Tonsure got off 
badly. An objection to Royal Minister, on the 
ground of boring, was sustained, and tbe race award- 
ed to Postman’s Knock. Acting stewards: Mr. 

Hugh Owen, for Lord Ebury, and Mr. Chetwynd. 
for Lord Lurgau. Mr. Bird, on behalf of Sir J. 
Blundel Maple, and Mr. Walton, then both lodged 
objections to Postman’s Knock, on the ground that 
he carried insuflicient weight, and he was disquali- 
fied. Mr. Bird lodged a second objection, on the 
ground that Mr. Rhodes had ofiiciated at an unrccog- 
nize<l meeting In contravention of Rule 178 (a) of 
the Rules of Racing. Mr. Rhodes admitted that he 
had done so, but was not aware that be had In- 
fringed the rules. The stewards were of opinion 
that Mr. Rhodes was thereby disquulifieil from enter- 
ing or running any horse in any race under the 
Rules of Racing, that the entry of Postman’s Knock 
was invalid, and that consequently no objection on 
his behalf could be entertained. Under these cir- 
cumstances, they reinstated Royal Minister as the 
winner, but gave leave to the owner of Balada, 
which originally finished third, to appeal to the 
stewards of tbe Jockey Club upon the point of rein- 
statement, and be appealed accordingly. Acting 
stewards on Mr. Bird’s objections: Lord Ebury and 
Lord Lurgan. 

The stewards of the Jockey Club were of opinion 
that Inasmuch as the objection to Royal Minister 
was lodged by the owner of a horse which was not 
qualified to run in the race, the objection was not 
validly made under Rale 169, and that the stewards 
had no power to adjudicate upon it. They, there- 
fore, upheld tbe decision of tbe stewards, annulling 
their original decision, thus leaving Royal Minister 
as winner of the race. The stewards of the Jockey 
Club, however, desired that it should be understo«xl 
that, in their opinion, in an ordinary case, when i 
stewards have adjudicated upon an objection validly 
made, they have no power to reverse their decision, 
which can only be reconsidered on an appt'al. They 
also considered that it would have been advisable 
that the objection to Postman's Knock should iiavc 
been decided by the stewards who decided the objec- 
tion to Royal Minister. They withdrew the dis- 
qnalification which attached to Mr. Rhodes for hav- 
ing acted in an oflBcial capacity at an unrecognized 
meeting, and which they consider he did through 
inadvertence and ignorance of the rules. 

No. 55 — Substitution of Horse After Hour of Nam- 
ing Denied. 

Saratoga. July 31, 1897. — ^Tbc conditions of the 
Midsummer Handicap read: “Starters to pay $50 

additional and to be named through tbe entry box 
at tbe usual hour for the closing of entries on the 
day preceding the race.” Mr. Si'agram nameil 
Havoc. On the day of the race bis agent asked per- 
mission to withdraw Havoc and substitute Con- 
noisseur. 

“The stewards refused to grant permission on the 
ground that it is in contravention of tbe conditions 
of the race. Signed: 

“M. N, Nolan. 

“W. S. Vosburgh.” 

No. 56 — Hour of Naming Starter — Horses Not Then 
Named, Allowed to Start. 

Gravesend, N. Y., Septcmlier 14, 1897. — The con- 
ditions of the Oriental Handicap read: “Starters to 
be named by 2:30 p. m. on the day preceding the 
race.” On the day of the race Dutch Skater and 
Sunnv Slofie. neither of wdiieh had lieen named as 
starters on the day preceding the race, were added 
and started. As neither of them was placed, there 
was no protest. 

As an hour was specified for naming starters, a re- 
fusal to name at that hour, was equivalent to a 
declaration, as if the conditions had road, as they 
more frequently do, “declared” at that hour. The 
fact that the conditions demanded that starters 
should be named at a specified time, allows no other 
conclusion than that those not then nain'Ml were 
d(*clarod. Therefore, Dutch Skater and Sunny Slope, 
were not qualified to start. 

No. 57— Objection Not Made at Proper Time— Over- 
ruled. 

Alexandra Park, Eng.. June 18. 1SS7. — Victoria 
Plate, won by Chatter, had a condition “for maiden 
two-ycar-olds, or thrcc-.vcar-olds and upward, that 
had not won 150 sovs. in one race.” On .Tunc 24, 
Mr. Paget (owner of second horse), oliiected to 
Chatter, on the ground that she hud won more than 
15() sovs. at one time. The stewards of the 
meeting over-ruled the objection us being too late, 
according to Role 38 (IV’), but allow(‘d an appeal 
to the stewards of the Jocke.v C’liib. The latter 
eontirmod the deoision. and at Hie same lime fined 
U. Marsh, the trainer of Ctiatter. twenty-five sove- 
reigns for gross carelessness, in not taking ade- 
quate steps (in his own absence), to prevent Chatter 
he had dls«*overed she was not 

qualified.

No. 50 — Overweight Allowed. 

Chester, Eng., May 7. 1868.— Previous to tbe race 
for tbe All Aged Selling Stakes, S. Adams, tbe 
rider of Astracan, tbe winner, weighed 116 pounds. 
After the horse had gone to the post, it was dis- 
covered by his trainer that his weight should be 
121 pounds, and he accordingly sent a five-pound 
cloth to the starting post, without giving the clerk 
of the scales any notice. On returning to scale, 
after the race, S. Adams drew 121 pounds. The 
owmer of the second horse claimed the race. The 
case was submitted to the stewards who decided the 
race in favor of Astrnean. 

Note — 1 find that this ruling was contrary to the 
rule of 1868, which allowed only two ponnds above 
the weight specified for the horse to carry unless a 
declaration was made to the Clerk of the scales half 
an liour before the time fixed for tbe race. In de- 
fault of such declaration, the horse carrying more 
’han two ^lounds over his specified weight was dis- 
qualified. 

No. 60 — The Wishard Forum Case — Entrance Money 
to a I’urse Deducted. 

Morris Park, N. Y., October 22. 1895.— In the first 
race Wishard’s owner claimed seven pounds as a non- 
winner of $400. Pie had on October 15 won a purse 
of $560, with $400 to the winner; but the stewards 
granted the allowance on the ground that his en- 
trance money ($15) should be deducted, making it 
$385. In the same race Forum’s owner claimed 
seven pounds as a non-winner of $400. He bad at 
Brooklyn, September 24, upon the disqualification ^ 
the winner, been awarded a race of “$15 each, $400 
to the winner.” The stewards granted the al- 
lowance. 

Note. — According to the Rales of 1895, Forum was 
entitled to the allowance, but Wishard was not. 
Tbe race Forum had won was not designated “a 
purse,” but its terms were those of a sweepstakes, 
hence under Rule 78 his entrance money should have 
been deducted. 

Iu the case of Wishard it was directly the re- 
verse. He had won a race designated on the card 
as “a purse,” and under Rule 78 his entrance money 
should not have been deilucted. Yet, both Forum 
and Wishard were treated on equal terms. 

In this country a “purse” has always been desig 
nated like the “plate” of Great Britain and Aus- 
tralia, as “a race for money or other prize to which 
the owners of the horses engaged do not contribute 
stakes” (see Rule 1). and the rule (78 of 1895) 
has always read that in estimating the value of tbe 
race “entrance money to a purse or entrance money 
going to the race-fund shall not bo deducted.” In 
tbe English rules it is not specifically stated, bat as 
the rule holds that a “plate” (purse) is one to which 
the owners do not contribute stakes, the rule esti- 
mating winnings by “deducting his own stake or 
entrance” cannot apply. 

The intent of this time-honored rule is clear. It 
is based upon the old sporting and equitable prin- 
ciple that a horse shall not be penalized for haviug 
won money he did not receive. If Wishard’s owner 
did not receive $400 he was entitled to it under the 
rule as the race was annonneod as a “purse $500, 
$400 to the winner,” the entrance money went to 
the race fund. Thus as Wishard was a winner of 
$400, he bad no claim to the allowance, what was 
paid him cuts no flgnre in the case. 

In the revision of the rules in 1896 Rule 78 was 
auK‘Dded iu ri'gard to entrance money to a purse by 
striking out the word “not” and substituting “also.” 
Under the rules of 1896 Wishard would have been 
entitled to the allawanee. 

It is also a racing principle as old as racing itself 
that a horse shall not be penalized except for having 
won public money. Thus a winner of a match or 
private sweepstakes docs not incur a penalty. In 
the revision of tbe rules In 1894 the words were in- 
serted “even though money be added to the latter” 
which is contrary to the practice In all other coim- 
tries. It could only be justified by the habit of 
racing associations offering a goodly sum to bring 
two or more noted horses together as a gate money 
attraction. 

No. 61 — Weighing in Without Martingale — Winner 
Disqualified. 

Curragh, October 15. 1890. — Corinthian Plate. 

Glen Art came in first, but was disqualified on the 
ground that his rider weighed in without tbe mar- 
tingale, and the race was awarded to Wise Chief, 
which came in second. 

No. 62 — Complaint Against Jockey for Refnsing to 
Ride — Dismissed on the Ground that By Accept- 
ing Another Jockey tbe Owner Had Released 
Him. 

Worcester, October 22, 1890. — Deerhurst Handicap. 
Mr. T. Stevens, Jr., reported Bradbury, the jockey, 
to the stewards for refusing to ride Rendezvous 
after engaging to ride his horsi^ at the meeting. 
The stewards were of opinion that Mr. Stevens re- 
leased Bradbury when he accepted Finlay to ride 
Rendezvous. They, therefore, exonerated Bradbury 
and reprimanded Finlay for accepting tbe mount ou 
Rendezvous and going away from Worcester with- 
out giving Mr. Stevens an explanation. 

No. 63 — Objection to Winner for not Declaring Over- 
weight By Proper Time — Objection Overruled. 

Cork Park, October 28, 1890. — Irish Plate, won by 
Maddenstown. An objection to tbe winner on the 
ground that the declaration of overweight was not 
made by the proper time, was overmled. The de- 
cision was confirmed on appeal. 

No. 64 — Winner Struck Out of Engagement — Dis- 
qualified. 

Warwick, Eng., September 17, 1901. — ^Emscote. 
Two-years-old plate. Mr. Newton’s Friary Court, 
first; Mr. Cunliffe’s White Lily colt, second; Mr. J. 
R. Keene’s Slipper disqualified. 

Slipper finished first. On the day after the race, 
the owner of Friary Court lodged an objection to 
Slipper on the ground that she was not qualified, 
having been struck out of all engagements previous 
to the race. The stewards disqualified Slipper and 
awarded the race to Friary CJourt. 

No. 65— Winner Disqualified for Jostling, Another 
Race Being Run During tbe Interval. 

At Doncaster September Meeting, 1869, objections 
being made to Argylc, winner of tbe Badminton 
Handicap for swerving into Vagabond, the stewards. 
Admiral Rous and Mr. M. H. Lowther. beard the 
case after the running of the race following that 
for the Badminton Handicap and disqualified the 
winner. 

No. 66 — Placing Judge’s Decision Reversed at Sng- 
gestion of Stewards. 

Washington, D, C., December 3, 1903. — In the 
fifth race of the day the judges placed Bill Cnrtis 
second and Magic Flute third. The judges, however, 
upon receiving word from the stewards that in their 
opinion Magic Flute hud finished second, construed 
it as an order from the stewards, and placed Magic 
Flute second. 

No. G7 — Placing Judge’s Decision Reversed with Con- 
sent of Stewards. 

Epsom, Eng., Juno 1. 1859. — ^Derby Stakes. Mns- 
jid won. Id the first inst.*ince, the judge place«l 
Ticket of Leave second; but the owner of Marion- 
ette claimed second place*, and the jndge was after- 
ward convinced that he had made a mistake. The 
question was heard on Friday, after the race for tbe 
Oaks, when the placing of the horses was altered 
by authority of the stewards and tbe following no- 
tice was ))ublisfaed: 

“The stewards hereby declare Marionette to be 
the second horse in the Derby Stakes and that 
Ticket of Leave was placed scctmd by mistake.

“0. H. Carew. 

“June 3, 1859.” 

No. its — Decision of Judges Protested — The Stewards 
Deny Their Power to Reverse Decisimi of Judge. 

Carlisle, July 3, 1888. — Cumberland Plate won by 
Queen’s Counsel. On behalf of Sir R. Jardine 
(owner of Mosspaul, the second horse), Mr. C. J. 
Cunningham lodged a protest against the judge’s 
decision, and this was submitted to the stewards, 
who subsequently Issued the following: 

“The stewards have no power to alter the decision 
of the judge, but after inspecting the judge’s box, 
and observing the angle at which It is situated, 
they agree with the judge’s decision. 

W. Parker, Chairman.” 
No. 69 — Objection to Judge’s Decision — Overruled. 

Epsom, England, May 27, 1891. — After Corniche 
had won the Micklehani Stakes, the owner of 
Blakesley, the second liorse, objected to the judge's 
lieclsion: but the judge upheld It, and the stewards 
dismissed the objection. 

No. 70— Horses Withdrawn— Not un^ler Starter’s 
Orders. , 

Newmarket, October 14, 1801. — Cordelier and 

Axiom were weighted for the Autnnin Handi'-ap. 
but a heavy storm came on while the htM’.ses were 
on the way to the post, aud Cordelier and Axiom 
bolted, falling over the rails. Their numbers were 
withdrawn, and they wore not under the starter’s 
orders. All the jo<*keys except BarneU. drew two 
rmuMds overweight, but were passed bjF’ordcr of the 
stewards. 

No. 71- -Jockey Falls Af-tcr Passing' Post — Does Not 
Weigh in— Disqualified. 

Ixjicester. England. April 2. 1.^2. — In High Park 
Plate, the rider of Bransdale broke a stirrup leather 
and fell after the horse had p.tJsed the post. Being 
serlosly injured, the rider didjnot weigh In. Brans- 
dale was, therefore, disqualw'd, but no blame was 
attaeluMl to his riiler by th§ stewards. 

No. 72 -Disqualification — Winner In Forfeit List. 

Baldoyle (Dublin), April/o, 1886.— Stewards’ Plate 
'W’on by lK‘cpdale. Glcnroy finished first, but was 
distiiiaUfied for being in the “Forfeit List,” and tlio 
race awarded to Deopdale, wrhieli came in second. 

No. 73 — Objection — Distance of Race Course Meas- 
ured — Race Run Over. 

Northampton, England, V March 30, 1887. — Great 
Northamptonshire Stahep by Mhi^eU»orpo. Mid' 
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dlethorpe came In first, Valentine second. Postscript 
third, but an objection was made to the race on the 
ground that the proper distance had been exceeded, 
and as the stewards were in doubt as to whether 
such was the case, they ordered the course to be 
measured, when it was found that all the horses 
had run 250 yards more than the projier distance. 
They, therefore, ordered the race to be run over 
again. Five of the horses did not go to the |»o8t 
the second time. Middletborpe won. Postscript sec- 
ond, Sandpiper third. F. Fitton rode Throne tlie 
first time at six stone. The second time (;iial- 
loner rode Throne at five stone twelve pounds, claim- 
ing an apprentice allowance of five pounds. , 

No. 74— Handicap Weights Altered After Date of 
Publication. 

Manchester, England. November 24, 1888.— Man- 
chester November Handicap. Before the race Mr. 
Winn, the owner of I^dy Rosebery, objecte<l to his 
mare carrying ten pounds penalty for having won 
the Liver|)Ool Cup, and the stewards decided that, 
as the weights for the Manchester November Handi- 
cap (tliongh announced as published earlier) had 
been altered after the race for the Liverpool Cup. 
the mare should not carry a penalty for winning 
that race. 

No. 75— Horse Pulled Up Too Soon. 

Newmarket, England, October 9. 1888. — Flying 

Welter Handicap. Webb, tbe rider of Sonthill. was 
called before the stewards, who were under the im- 
pression that he had pulled up his horse before his 
chance of winning was hopeless. After hearing 
his explanation and other evidence, the stewards 
completely exonerated him. 

No. 76— Betting Case— Horse Withdrawn After 
Weighing — ^Bets Stand. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 12. 1886. — Mr. Ed. CJorrigan’s 
horse Irish Pat was enterecl for a race and his 
jockey weighed out when his owner came to the 
judges and asked permission to withdraw the horst* 
as he was suffering from colic. The, horse was led 
before the judges, who permitted his withdrawal. 
Tbe question of the bets arising the judges, after 
the race, decided that all auction pools sold on Irish 
Pat wore off. bat that all bets made In the books 
stood. 

Note — Tbe rules of betting then recognized by the 
Turf Congress read: 

“Every horse that is weighed out is a starter and 
shall be liable for his whole stake. But a horse 
is not a starter for the decision of bets until be is 
at the starting post, and in the bands of the 
starter.” 

Irish Pat had weighed out, but he had not gone 
to the post: hence he was not a starter for the 
decision of bets. Tbe strangest part of it is that 
only a few weeks before this a similar case bail 
occurred at Latonia. The horse. Grey Cloud, was 
entered for a race, his jockey had weighe<l out 
when the horse was found to be very ill and by per- 
mission of tbe judges be was withdrawn. The 
judges decided that under the rule all money bet 
upon him. either in pools or books, on the day of 
tbe raqp should be returned. 

Prior to 1886 the Turf Congress rule read: “Every 
horse that is weighed out is a starter, and shall be 
liable for his whole stake.” 

Nothing was said about bets, but in the Latonia 
antumn meeting of 1885, Aretino was nominated for 
a race and his jockey bad weighed ont, hut the 
horse was taken with colic; the judges pcrmitte«l 
his withdrawal and decided that all money bet on 
the day of the race sbonld be returned. 

No. 77 — Betting Case — Hwse Weighed Out. bat 
WithdrawTi — Bets Stand. 

Monmouth Park, July 29. 1884. — Mr. Withers* 
filly by V’entilator — Nina, weighed out for a fn*e 
handicap, for two-ycar-olds. and started from the 
paddock for the post, but before reaching that point 
she bolted, throwing her rider, and escaping, leaiK'd 
the outside rails. Being somewhat scratched and 
bruised, she was by permission of the judges with- 
drawn. 

Tbe question of the disposal of bets made on tbe 
Nina filly being snbmitted, the judges decided they 
were lost. 

Note — The Rules of Betting then in use at Mon- 
mouth Park read: “When the riders of any horses 

brought ont to rnn for afi^ race are called upon by 
the starter to take tbeir places, all bets respecting 
such horses shall be play or pay.” 

As the rider of tbe Nina filly bad not been called 
upon to take his place, the decision was clearly 
wrong and one of tbe judges admitted as much 
shortly after. 

No. 78 — Wrong Course — All But One Disqualified — 
Horse Adjudged Winner, Although Not Placed. 

Worcester, July 14, 1891. — Parkfield Selling 

Welter Plate. Cylindrical came in first. The owner 
of Catacul objected to all the other horses on the 
ground that they had gone tbe wrong coarse. The 
stewards found that only Cataccl bad gone tbe right 
course, and although he was not placed by tbe 
judge, awarded the race to him. An application to 
have the matter referred to the stewards of the 
Jockey Club was made by the trainer of Cyllmlrica!. 
and refused. Catacol was bought in for 1^ guineas. 
No. 79 — Horse’s Number Not Hoisted with Others — 
Hoisted Later. 

Liverpool, July 22, 1891. — Members Selling Handi- 
cap. On account of the accident to J. Osborne iu 
the previous race. Dainty Davy’s number was not 
hoisted at the same time as the others, but the 
stewards allowed it to be pnt up afterwards. 

No, 89— Crossing — Winner Disqnalifled. 

Derby, Eng., September 2, 1891.— For the Har- 
rington Stakes, tbe Mother Superior colt finish<*d 
first, beating Earl of Annandale. Both were ob- 
jected to by tbe trainer of the third horse, on tin* 

S round of a cross. The stewards disqualified Dm; 

[other Superior cefit and awarded the race to Earl of 
Annandale. 

No, 81 — Objection to Winner — Not Wearing “Blink 
ers” After Weighing Out with Xhem— Overruled. 
Newmarket, October 1, 1891. — ^After the ra«*e for 
the Double Trial Plate, won by Mr. A. B. C.nrr’s 
Clanghton, an objection to the winner on the ground 
that be did not wear “blinkers.” after Grifiitb had 
weighed out with them, was overruled. 

No. 82 — Declaration to Win — Winning with Another 
Horse. 

Curragh, Ireland, October 20, 1801. — In the race 
for the Flying Plate, Mr. T. G. Gordon startol two 
horses. Cry Help and Maidstone, declaring to win 
with Maidstone, and it having appeared to the stew- 
ards that she could have wem instead of Cry Ilelfi. 
which did win (The Postman and Maidstone finish- 
ing second and third) they called upon Mr. Gordon 
and Blake, the jockey, to explain the matter. Their 
explanation was ctHisidered satisfactory. 

No. S3 — Neglect to Weigh in After Winning a Place 
— Horse Pell — Disqualified. 

Bath. Eng., May 13, 1890. — For the Beaufort 
Handicap, won by Ivanboe, Quebec finished s*?cond. 
but collided with a policeman astride before reach- 
ing the winning post, and fell. and. as his Jockey 
did not weigh in, he was disqualified and the place 
awarded to Maxim. 

No. 84 — Horse Weighed Out For, Not Found — Num- 
ber Taken Down. 

Lewes, Noyember 6, 1891.— Mile Selling Plate. 
Mr. Gubbins’ Garland, three years (Mr. Lushington) 
was weighed fw. and his number put up. but (he 
horse could not be found and his number was taken 
down by consent of tbe stewards. 

No. 85— Boring and Jostling — Winner Disqualified. 

Curragh, Ireland, October 22, 1881. — For the Lein- 
ster Plate, w<m by Master Gt*orge, Euston finished 
first by a neck, but was disqualified on the ground 
of boring and jostling, and the race awarded to 
Master George, which finished second. 

No. 86— W’inner Disqualified for Boring. 

York, August 26. ISOO.— Lonsdale Stakes. M. Mc- 
Gregor came in first by a head, but was disqualified 
on the ground of boring, and the race was awartled 
to Laglesham. 

— Starting — Horse Placed on the Outside with 
Drawing Pl.nce. 

Newmarket, Septeml>er 2:1. 1890.— Visitors Plate. 
With the sanction of the stewards. Red Cherry was 
allowed to be placed on the outside at the start, and 
acwrdingly a lot was not drawn for the colt under 
Rule 140.
